DESIGNER OF 
BREA DEATH 
‘PLANE GONE 


Officers Fear He May be 
Unbalanced from Seeing 
Tragedy at Air Meet 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
SANTA ANA, April 26,—Albert 
Thaheld, 26 years of age, designer 
of the tiny monoplane in which 
Ray Freeman, air pilot. 
whirled to his death in a -meet 
Saturday at Loftus Field at Brea, 


became the object of an extended 
search by authorities of the South- 
land yesterday. 

The yeoung designer vanished 
from the fleld a few minutes aft- 
er the tragedy and today the car 
in which he drove away was 
found abandoned in Santa Ana 
Canyon. The white jumpers which 
Thaheld had worn from the field 
were found in the abandoned ma- 
chine, 

The strange sequel to the youth- 
ful pilot’s death Saturday pre- 
sented local authorities with a 
puzzling enigma. They believe that 
Thaheld either became mentally 
unbalanced after witnessing the 
tragic plunge of the tiny ship to 
earth or that he has become vic- 
tim of foul play. They are ex- 
tending every effort to find a trace 
of the young man, believing that 
he may be possibly wandering 
about in a mental fog. 

Friends of the young airplane 
designer, who have known him in- 
timately for some time, expressed 
the belief that the shock of Free- 
man's death in the plane which 
the missing man had designed, had 
so affected him as to 
him temporarily. 

At an inquest conducted yester- 
day at Fullerton into the circum- 
stances surrounding Freeman's 
death the Coroner's jury found that 
the young flyer came to his death 
in an accidental manner. Tre- 
maine said that the plane had been 
thoroughly tested at his» machine 
shop in Brea. He added that Tha- 
held, who designed the Audet type 
plane used by the Austrian army 
in the World War, had worked on 
the plane all Friday night in prep- 
aration for the flight Saturday. 

On Friday afternoon Freeman 
flew the machine at a rate of more 
than 100 miles an hour ut Long 
Beach, according to Aremaine, and 
Freeman had hoped to win the 
high speed races at the Brea air 
meet.

RANKING WILL CHANGE 


If the claim of the Santa Fe 16 
disputed and the honor given to 
the Pacific Gas, the next year will 
undoubtedly usher in a new ruler 
for the, Coast. After including the 
gross earnings of the Pacific Oil 
Company, which was combined 
with Standard Oil in the first of 
the year, the consolidated company 
will . outrank Pacific Gas 
when the returns from 1926 are re- 
ported. On the basis of 1925 op- 
erations, the new company wil 
show gross in the neighborhood of 
$75,000,000. 

Last year, Standard of California 
showed gross profit from opera- 
tions of $47,779,878.43 and net of 
$30,953,485.15. Surplus was in- 
creased to $95,106,325.41. On two 
counts, Standard passes Pacific Gas, 
having a larger surplus, and a 
much larger net. Pacific Gas re- 
ported net income of $4,584,751. 
The Santa Fe, however, presented 
a surplus account of $209,852,256.- 
09, making it one of the strongest 
of American railroads.

Insurance in force (fire only) on 
that date amounted to 842,345,717 
pesos. 

Premiums cenected during the 
period of five years amounted to 
25.628,950 pesos. 

Liabilities paid during the same 
period, 12,879,889 pesos, which is a 
little more than 48 per cent of the 
premiums collected. 

The average premium paid dur- 
ing the same period is 7 pesos and 
6 cents yearly for each 1000 pesos 
of insurance. 

During this period thirty-seven 
companies shared the business, 
twenty-three of them being En- 
glish, eight German, one American, 
one Mexican, one Canadian, one 
French, one Dutch and one Swed- 
ish.

There were no judges and 
no decisions. The members of the 
club, however, in their questions 
and statements from the floor 
mainfested an informed interest 
with an inclination toward the af- 
firmative.

Heinley, as he explained, 
from the government's 
view. 

“No sooner was the breakwater, 
which was fourteen years in build- 
ing. completed than it was found 
inadequate,” sald Mr. Heinley. “It 
did not protect the outer harbor 
sufficiently. Now, we should have 
in mind not only the good of this 
generation, but that of posterity. 
Consolidation will best bring about 
— ultimate and excellent protec- 
tion. 


“I remember very well.“ said 
Mr. Heinley, “when the Federal 
government sent a board of engi- 
neers across the continent in 1924 
to confer for four days on the ex- 
pansion of the harbor, that Con- 
gressman Frederickson said: ‘We 
realize that Uncle Sam is not de- 
veloping local ports. This is not a 
local harbor—it is national, for the 
benefit not only of California, bu: 
for the ten States hack of us. It 
is for the protection of all in time 
of war and for the commercial 
progress of the nation in time of 
peace. It is the narrow-visioned 
man who thinks of it only as a 
port for Long Beach or a port for 
Los Angeles city.’ 


CONDITIONAL ATID 

“The Federal government aprro- 
priated $9,000,000 for the develop- 
ment of the harbor on several con- 
ditions. Two of the most important 
of these were, first, that the two 
cities get together. There can be 
no rivalry in this any more than 
two brothers could set up two gro- 
cery stores on the same corner.
